REPORTED LOSS OF THE PACIFIC 


150 Lives Lost. 


Statement of the Only Survivor. 


1’o h t l a n d , N o v . 8th.—The follow­ 
ing is the latest special dispatch to the 
Oregonian: 
P o r t T o w n s e n d , N o v . Sth.—Henry 
F. Jelley, who is buppoaed lo he the 
Hole survivor of the steamship Pacific, 
was brought into this port yesterday 
liy the ship Messenger, (.'apt. (Jilkie. 
He was in u wretched plight, his k n e e s 
being terribly lacerated and bruised 
in his efforts to keep on the raft for 
Hie thirty-six hours 
before 
being 
picked up. Mr. Jelley says the Pacific 
came in contact w ith another vessel, 
and th a t lie saw the lights; but in his 
interview with (.'apt. (iilkie, lasting 
twelve hours, he made no mention of 
seeing the lights of a vessel, and some 
think he Is laboring under a ' halluci­ 
nation in that matter. 
Captain ¡^camion, of the Revenue 
Marine, and Captain N. '1'. Oliver, pi­ 
lot, think that it is more likely the 
Pacific struck a sunken rock, i s no 
sailing vessel ought to have been so 
near the shore. 
Mr. Jelley says the 
concussion was little more than that 
felt by a heavy sea striking the side 
of ihe vessel,so that there was no con­ 
fusion or terror exhibited among the 
passengers, and that if the boats could 
nave been 
launched and properly 
maimed, and the sailing comparative­ 
ly smooth, all would have been saved. 
H e was taken charge of here by Dr. 
10. 10. Minor, V. 8. M arine Surveyor, 
and to-day sent over to Victoria. 


HISTORY OF T H E DISASTER. 
Following is the statem ent of Henry 
F. Jelley: “ My nam e Is Henry Fred­ 
erick Jelley; 1 am a native of Ireland, 
but have lived for the last nine years 
in the Dominion of Canada,and am of 
the ag«^of 122 years; I took cabin pas­ 
sage on board the steamship Pacific, 
of which J. D. Howell was Master, on 
the morning of Thursday,the4th inst., 
lor a voyage to Ban Francisco, and on 
the same morning, ut about 9:10, the 
steamer left the harbor of Victoria, 11. 
C.; there were about 200 people on 
board, more or less, and we steamed 
all th at day against a head wind blow­ 
ing fresli from the youtheast; during 
the day the crew were constantly 
pumping water into the boats to keep 
the steamer on an even keel, first on 
one side aud then on the other, and 
she would list to eitlier side alternately 
us I noticed; tin* boats abaft the pad­ 
dle-boxes had no oars in them; be­ 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock flint evening, 
ami while 1 was in the cabin in bed, f 
heard 
A CRASH AND FELT A SHOCK 
As if we had struck a rock or some­ 
thing of the kind, and heard some­ 
thing fall as if a lot of rocks had broke 
into and fallen in her starboard bow, 
and immediately heard the bell strike 
to stop her, ami then to hack her, and 
then to go abend; 1 went on dock and 
there heard voices say,“ It is all right, 
we have only struck a vessel,” ami 
looking around 1 saw several lights 
some distance oil’ on the starboard 
beam, 1 think there were three lights, 
but I do not th in k they were colored 
lights, but did not pay much attention 
(o them; 1 went hack into the cabin 
and was about to turn in when I no­ 
ticed her rolling a heavy list to the 
port ami then thuiignt she was going 
down, and went on deck; I henrd 
some one say she was 


MAKING W ATER VEHY FAST 
Forward: went forward to the pilot 
house and there heard the Purser ask 
the Captain what boat lie would take 
charge of; did not hear the answer; I 
asked the Captaiu if there were no 
blue lights or a gun aboard; lie told 
me I would find blue lights in the pi­ 
lot house; the Captain was at that 
time coming out of his own room, and 
I did not see him after that; 1 then, 
with another m an whom I did not 
know, w ent into the pilot house,found 
six Line lights and set five of them off 
and lost the other one; I then noticed 
that the engines were still working, 
but uo one was at. the wheel; I then 
went on deck to the starboard,forward 
of the paddle-box, where a number of 
men were trying to get the long-boat 
out, btit they could not do it; I then 
went to sec about the port boat for­ 
ward; helped live or six ladies into it 
ami tried to get tile boat oil, but (ve 
could not budge it; there were about 
twenty ladies in that boat; I then 
heard it said that the two boats abaft 
the wheel had been gotten off, but did 
not see them ; the boat 1 wns near was 
pretty full ot water and we could not 
get her off at all; 1 think it was about 
an hour from the tim e the steamer 
struck up to the tim e when she listed 
to the port so muc^ that the port boat 
was let into the w ater and cut loose 
from the davits; I was in this boat, 
which, when it touched the water, be­ 
gan to fill ami turned over; I crawled 
upon the bottom of the boat aud help­ 
ed several others up with me; im m e­ 
diately after the steam er seemed to 
break in two, foro and aft, and one- 
half tlie smoke-stack feel to port and 
struck our boat and pushed it away, 
and

1 think about all the Indies were in 
our boat, and when she upset they all 
fell into the water and I fear they 
were drowned. This was about ten in 
the evening. The night was not dark, 
nor was the sea very rough, but there 
was a fresh breeze. 
1 afterwards left 
the bottom of our boat, and with a n ­ 
other m an climbed on the top of the 
pilot house,'which was floating near, 
and we held on to the upper wire th at 
came out at the ton. The next morn­ 
ing I got some life preservers floating 
near the house, nnd with their ropes 
lashed myself and m y comrade on to 
the house. 
I saw three rafts; the first 
one had one m an on, the next had 
three men and a woman, and the o th ­ 
er 1 could not not m ake out for the 
distance except that there were human 
beings on it. I th in k we were thirty 
or forty miles South of the C'ape when 
the vessel sunk. 
W o passed a light 
on Tattoosk Island bet ween 4 and ii 
o’clock on the evening of the 4th. 
1 
and my comrade were on top of the 
pilot house all day of the 5th until 
about 4 o’clock P. M., when lie «lied. I 
then cut him loose.

All day, nnd I tliiuk my comrade was 
drowneil by waves washing over him, 
he not being strong enough to hold 
his head up, and the waves washing 


over us. 
Soon after lie died I sighted 
a vessel and called, and also heard 
people on the other rafts « ailing. 
I 
did not see the other rafts after that, 
and that vessel «lid not come near me. 
I spent Friday night on the raft. There 
was but little wind until morning, 
when it came on to blow again and 
the sea became very rough. 
I was 
then within a mile of Vancouver’s 
shore. 
I sighted two vessels on wash­ 
ing ashore th at passed on. 
About 10 
a . m . on the 6th saw a vessel hearing 
down on me. I was very weak by that 
time, hut waved my hand and the 
vessel sent a bout aud took me up. 
The vessel’s name, I learn, is Messen­ 
ger, and the Captain, whose nam e Is 
J. T. (rilkic; gave me every attention 
and kindness possible, and dltl all in 
Ills power to relieve m y wants.

H e states that lie was in the 
boat which swamped, and, with an­ 
other man, succeeded in reaching u 
part of the pilot house.

Untilled Soil. 


W e occasionally notice in the letters 
of correspondents writing from this 
part of the State the statem ent that 
ail the good land in Los Angeles val­ 
ley is under cultivation and cannot he 
purchased. 
Here, these stories, writ­ 
ten as they always nro by persons 
who are iguorunt of the subjects of 
which they write, are understood and 
pass lor just what they are w orth— 
nothing; but lu the Ea9t and else­ 
where abroad they are liablo to mis­ 
lead and deceive. 
The fact is that not 
ono hundredth part of the rich soil oí 
Los Angeles 
valley has 
felt the 
plówshare, and should our population 
increase iu proportionate ratio with 
the past twelve m onths for the next 
ten years there will still be thousands 
of acres of good land uncultivated in 
this county. 
The Chino Ranch, to 
which we referred a few days since, is 
one broad area' of rich untiiled soii. 
This tract alone is capable of support­ 
ing a half million of people, yet it is 
now only a wild expanse on which 
graze sheep and cattle. Should there 
be among our new-comers those who 
are Inclined to credit the stories of the 
homesick letter-writers, they cannot 
disabuse themselves of those false im ­ 
pressions more rapidly and effectually 
than by passing over tbe railroad be­ 
tween this city and Anaheim. Be­ 
tween Downey 
City and the last 
named place tire road runs through 
thousands and thousands of acres of 
excellent soil, which will produce al­ 
most anything that grows out of the 
ground, without irrigation. Tho town 
of Anaheim, located thirteen miles 
from tide-water, is but about one h un­ 
dred and sixty feet above the level of 
the sea, and water is found nearly 
everywhere at a depth of five feet be­ 
low the surface of the ground. Such 
soil does not require irrigation. 
If 
proof that it does not were wanting it 
is found in the fact that this broad 
extent is covered for the most part 
with a iieavy crop of weed3—the wiki 
mustard growing to a height of from 
ten to fifteen feet. This area of uncul­ 
tivated land is easier counted by miles 
than acres. 
W hat we have said of the 
land on the Chino Rauch and between 
Downey and Anaheim is true of the 
San Pedro Ranch aud many other sec­ 
tions In this valley. 
Let no one be 
humbugged into the belief that there 
is not an abundance of rich untilled 
soil in Los Angeles county.

More About Inflated Grants. 


The following correspondence gives 
the story of the treatment of a portion 
of the Indians in Lower California,and 
the careful reader will not fail to dis­ 
cover in the policy pursued by the 
Government toward these red men a 
clew to the tales of Indian outrages 
which so often meet tho public eye: 
W a s h i n g t o n , Ü . C., Oct. £*0, 1875. 
Hon. E. P. Sm ith, Commissioner of li ­ 
dian Affairs: 
D e a r S i r :—I have the honor to 
transmit the inclosed letter for your 
Information ntul consideration. 
It relates to a portion of the mission 
Indians of Southern California, in 
whose behalf your sympathies were so 
early enlisted. 
They number now 
about 3,000, and are scattered through­ 
out the counties of San Bernardino 
and San Diego. 
Unless aid is soon 
given them by the Government they 
will he compelled to take to the San 
Bernardino mountains and the Color­ 
ado desert, where indeed m any of 
them have already taken up their 
abode. 
As C’ol. Peel says they aro kind and 
friendly, but such have been the per­ 
secutions heaped upon them by the 
grasping emigrant, and such the neg­ 
lect of tbe Government heretofore in 
fuiliug to secure their rights to land 
and water privileges, that Oligario 
and their other head men can scarce­ 
ly keep tho peace among the young 
men. 
They were citizens of Mexico when 
we acquired by treaty with that-coun- 
try w hat is now the State of Califor­ 
n ia and had proper laws been enacted 
at th a t time to protect their rights as 
such, as tho treaty contemplated their 
condition now would have been very 
different. 
But such were the absurd 
notions in regard to awarding citizen­ 
ship to any but those of white skin, 
their interests were entirely overlook­ 
ed. 
Col. Peel is one of the most intelli­ 
gent and respectable citizens of Los 
Angeles, a man of wide influence in 
Lower California. His representations 
are, therefore, entitled to full credit.

The news of the loss of the Steam­ 
ship Pacific w ith some two hundred 
passengers shocked this community 
yesterday morning. 
Though we have 
but the story of one mnn who believes 
himself the only surviving passenger, 
the meager account is sufficiently up-" 
palling. I t is quite probable that oth­ 
ers of those on board the ill fated ves­ 
sel have survived the wreck and will 
soon be heard from. 
The remarkable 
part of the account is the apparent 
lightness of the shock ar.d the short 
titne th at intervened 
between the 
striking and the sinking of the vessel. 
The shock is described as being no 
heavier than that produced by an or­ 
dinary wave yet the damage must 
have been very great or the steamer 
would have floated longer. The sup­ 
position that the ja r was caused by a 
collision with another vessel is most 
probably iucorrect. The survivor says 
he heard some one say they had colid* 
ed with another vessel and saw what 
he theught were three 
uncolored 
lights on a slup moving from the 
steamer. B ut the remark m ay hnv 
been made on mere conjecture and the 
lights seen were perhaps the reflec­ 
tions on the water of those on the Pa­ 
cific. This conclusion is strengthen­ 
ed by the fact that they were not col­ 
ored fights. 
It is almost certain that 
the Pacific struck a sunken rock which 
knocked a bole in her bottom and that 
she almost immediately filled and went 
down. The light shock and the im ­ 
mense danger Is suggestive that* the 
hull of the Pacific was not so strong 
as her owners had reason to believe. 
It is but a short tim e—less than two 
years we believe—since the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company overhauled 
a i d iu part rebuilt the Pacific aud 
when she passed into the hands of 
G o o d a l l , N e l s o n A P e r k i n s it was

After the 
brilliant idea occurred of including 
the grants and homesteads of the 
New 
Mexican 
settlers who 
had 
been in fh e enjoyment of their homes 
for forty years, and when W o r k m a n 
magnified 
tbe 
grant 
into eleven 
leagues, It was high time th at one of 
the owners at least should augment 
his assessment list. The inhum anity 
that laughs at the misfortunes of those 
quiet, industrious communities thus 
left homeless, is well befitting tbe 
DougalDalgaty of a v e n al sheet. The 
persecution of our citizens who, at the 
advice of all or nearly all of our old 
residents, settled in the Monte in 1852, 
is a warning to us ail, aud the pall of 
death that lias hung over the settle­ 
m ent from that day to this is a sad 
commentary on fraudulent surveys 
and locations. Tbe murders and as­ 
sassinations of settlers and the forced 
victims from land that belonged to the 
Government are sad incidents in tbe 


Los A n g e l e s , C’al. Oct. 8 , 1S05. 
Air. L. E. Sleigh: 
D e a r S i r : —I an astonished and 
disgusted at the course of tiie Govern­ 
ment toward the Temecula Indians. 
T hat poor people once owned this cu­ 
tiré country and have been driven 
back, back, back, until they finally 
settled in a cone of the Sau Bernardi­ 
no mountains, where they and every­ 
body thought they were out of the way 
of civilization. But ono Frenchm an 
and two Scotchmen came to America 
and brought sheep, and in searching 
for a pasture for their herds they dis­ 
covered the laud occupied by those 
poor Indians would make good graz­ 
ing ground for them. They have se­ 
cured from tho noble Government of 
America a title to lands occupied by 
these poor helpless creatures,aud have 
secured t lie officers of this Govern­ 
m ent ns aids to drive 2,000 poor women 
and children out of their little cabins 
and away from their little crops and 
orchards, where they have lived for 
th irty or forty years. Now, at tho 
beginning of Winter, they are forced 
to leave everything aud go out into 
the W inter storms without a shelter 
and without food. 
Will not the ven­ 
geance of a just God descend upon a 
Governm ent and people so destitute 
of mercy and justice? 
The agent, Mr. Dryden, is exceed­ 
ingly anxious to do something for tho 
Indians, but the necessary instruc­ 
tions of the Department, for waut of 
authority of Congress, are such that 
he is helpless. 
If ibis land really 
does belong to the Frenchman aud 
Scotchmen, which is doubted by some, 
a few thousand dollars, if it could 
have been secured of Congress, ac­ 
cording to tiie recommendations of 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
would have purchased it, and these 
Indians would have supported them ­ 
selves comfortably on it, anil never 
have been a charge to the Govern­ 
ment. They are not savages, but civ­ 
ilized, kind and friendly; but they are 
driven away for the benefit of a few 
sheep. 
I shall not be surprised if 
they become very savage and do much 
harm and cost the Government a hun­ 
dred-fold more than the sheep and 
land will ever bring. 
I write as an impartial man; have 
no particular love for the Indian, hav­ 
ing fought them for twenty years in 
Texas, but I know whereof I speak. 
These poor devils have been shame­ 
fully treated by the Government and 
some of the citizens. 
Can you not go to the Department 
and get some aid for them? 
The 
cheapest thing that can be done is to 
buy their homes and give it to them. 
A half township would accommodate 
them all.

S i r : —l a m in receipt of your letter 
of Oct. 8, 1875, addressed to Mr. L. E. 
Sleigh, formerly clerk of the Mission 
Indian agency, California. 
Your statements in regard to the 
wrongs and necessities of the Indians 
of Lower California are entirely in 
accord with my own views on this 
subject, derived from the best infor­ 
mation I linve been able to obtain dur­ 
ing my official period, and tiie De­ 
partm ent endeavored so to represent 
their case to Congress as to secure ac­ 
tion by that body enabling the De- 
parftnent to give these Indians the 
protection which they so much need. 
The trouble with them, as has been 
often stated by this office, is the dis­ 
position which has prevailed in years 
past to swell the number of that class 


of people known as ‘‘Indians not tax­ 
ed,’’ at the expense of their citizen­ 
ship ami of all natural rights. 
In ol­ 
der to furuisli larger room and privi­ 
leges for any other race or class of 
people who are fortunate enough to 
be recognized as A m erican citizens, 
and who thus are enabled to como in ­ 
to possession of the lands which these 
people and their ancestors as citizens 
of Mexico, improved and cultivated 
from generations ago, and to which 
by every consideration of natural 
lights they would bejustly entitled to­ 
day. 
B ut their natural rights arc now 
debarred by the legal ownership, and 
iu some cases actual occupancy of the 
more fortunate aforesaid American 
citizens. Tho remedy is to secure, if 
possible, sufficient appropriations to 
purchase small patches of land here 
and there in the vicinity of their 
present homes, ,,r » lari*»*: ii-icl (■> lie 
divided iiiio sm.d! p-i;ebes for individ­ 
ual ownership, and ■ bus provide a way 
by which these poor men can stand 
oiico more upon llieir own soil and 
start again to live tor themselves. 
This m atter will be treated of in my 
nnnunl report to the Honorable Sec­ 
retary of tbe Interior, In which ! shall 
again urge the necessary action by 
Congress for the protection and relief 
of tiie mission Indians oí Lower Cali­ 
fornia.-

In this connection the special agent 
for the Temecula and other mission 
Indians in California writes to the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs under 
date of October 11, as follows: 
Som ething must be done soon, for 
the present order of things cannot 
continue, and the sad fate h a n g in g 
over these four or five thousand peo­ 
ple is appalling. 
My indignation is 
stirred the more f become acquainted 
with the facts of the iniquitous means 
used by citizens of this country in se­ 
curing the abolishment of the reser­ 
vation at Pala and Pascual. 
But for 
this the whole perplexing question 
m ight now be settled. 
But scarce an 
acre of these valleys is now left to the 
Indians, and these same men are now 
loudest in cursing tho Government 
and abusing 
gents for not settling 
this 1 ndian difficulty.
